Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the arguments presented in the appeal brief filed on 6/28/10, the 112, 
1®' paragraph rejection of claims 25-49 is withdrawn. The applicant has made several 
assumptions in the calculation of energy loss using Figures 5 and 6. For example, the 
water vapor pressure is substantially equal to the saturated water vapor pressure and 
the generated energy EDH2n of the fuel cell is equivalent to the output energy of the 
fuel cell stack and hence this value can be measured/approximated based on the output 
energy of the fuel cell stack. There appears to be enough guidance or direction in the 
specification to enable one skilled in the art to determine approximated energy loss 
using Figures 5-7 and equations 1-4. In addition, none of the prior art references 
expressly teach the method of calculating a first energy loss caused by an increase in a 
non-hydrogen component in the anode gas while the purge valve is closed and 
calculating a second energy loss corresponding to an amount of hydrogen loss from the 
anode gas when the purge valve is opened. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
